Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 16, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Keller, U. S. Patent 1 ,345,783. Keller teaches a ticket comprising a flat flexible 
member 1 having a surface for receiving indicia, elongated or oval shaped hole 4, and 
slit 3 extending from the hole to the edge of the flexible member 1 . The ticket is attaches 
to a hanger 2. 

5. Claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 7, 16, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Jaffe, U. S. Patent 4,539,767. Jaffe teaches a plastic/PVC wire marker 
(Figure 6) comprising a having surface adapted to receive indicia 4, a pair of opening 5, 
and a slot extending from the opening to notch 8. 

6. Claims 1-5, 16, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bush 
et al., U. S. Design Patent 281,102. Bush teaches a device comprising a flexible 
member having surface adapted to receive indicia, a pair of oval opening, a slot 
extending from the inner edge of the opening to the edge of the device.

7. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 13, 16, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rieger, U. S. Patent 2,669,047. Rieger marker comprising a flat flexible 
member 10 having a surface adapted to receive indicia, hole 18, and slits 17 extending 
from the hole to the notched edge 16 of the flexible member 10. The ticket is attached to 
a band 20. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 8-12, 14, 15 17, 18, 20, and 21 are allowed.
